This  is  a  genealogical  study  of  some  of  the  male 
descendants  of  the  John  Blake  who  died  in  1700  in  tfron- 
tham,  Massachusetts.  No  positive  records  carry  the 
N^Wrentham  Blakos  beyond  him.  For  a  discussion  of  the 
\  possible  connection  betwoen  the  Wrentham  and  the 
'Dorchester  Blakos  (in  America  1636)  see  Almira  Torroy 
s  (Blake)  Fenno-Gendrot * s  Ancestry  and  allied  families

Geographical  names  in  this  study  are  the  official 
ones,  when  known,  at  the  time  of  the  event.  Thus  James 
Blake  will  be  recorded  as  having  died  (1765)  in  Wrentham 
rather  than  North  Wrentham,  the  unofficial  political 
designation,  or  Norfolk,  the  name  given  North  Wrentham 
when  it  separated  from  Wrentham  in  1870.  Also  his 
record  states  he  was  buried  in  the  North  Wrentham 
Cemetary,  the  official  name  in  17 65,  rather  than  the 
Norfolk  Cemetery,  the  official  name  since  1870. 

All  the  males  with  the  surname  Blake  who  reached, 
or  are  expected  to  reach,  maturity  have  a  number.  This 
number  is  formed  by  adding  the  numeral  denoting  a  son’s 
chronological  order  among  his  immediate  family’s  males 
to  the  number  of  his  father.

The  sources  for  this  study  were  Francis  E.  Blake’s 
manuscript  Blake  family  in  the  New  England  Historic  Geneal¬ 
ogical  Society  library  in  Boston,  the  numerous  town  vital 
records  printed  by  the  afore  mentioned  society  and  others, 
probate  records,  census  records,  and  personal  interviews. 

The  incompleteness  in  both  the  genealogical  and  the 
biographical  information  found  in  this  work  is  attributed 
to  the  compiler’s  decision  to  not  continue  working  on  this 
subject  and  to  publish  the  results  of  his  research  now.

John  Blake,  the  progenitor  of  nearly  all  the  Wrentham 
Blakes,  is  called  "late  of  Sandwich  now  of  Wrentham  in 
New  England"  in  a  deed  dated  25  August  1686.  The  year 
before  he  admitted  to  selling  rum,  powder  and  bullets  to 
the  Indians  and  paid  a  fine.  In  1689  he  and  his  son 
John  Blake,  Jr.  were  convicted  of  "assaulting  &  beating 
of  Ebenr.  Littlefield  upon  the  highway  &  breaking  of  his 
head. "

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JAMES  BLAKE  (John,  John)  born  7  October  1689  in  Wrentham, 

Mass.,  died  12  January  1765  in  Wrentham,  Mass.,  buried 
in  the  North  Wrentham  Cemetery,  Wrentham,  Mass.  He 
married  15  December  1714  in  Dedham,  Mass.,  Ann  Bullard, 
born  15  January  1692/3  in  Dedham,  Mass.,  daughter  of 
Samuel  and  Hannah  (Thorp)  Bullard,  died  16  December 
1?67  in  Wrentham,  Mass.,  buried  in  the  North  Wrentham 
Cemetery,  Wrentham,  Mass. 

Captain  James  Blake,  at  one  time  a  Wrentham  selectman, 
made  a  will  in  1760.  To  his  wife  he  left  one  third  of 
his  real  estate,  all  the  household  goods  (except  two  beds 
with  the  furniture  belonging  to  them),  and  two  cows  for 
her  use  during  her  life  time.  His  son  John  received  land 
near  Mr.  Kenys  Pond,  ten  acres  at  Dimond  Hill,  a  cedar 
swamp  called  Stop  River  Swamp,  his  great  Bible  (after  his 
wife  Ann*s  decease),  one  fire  lock,  his  silver  hilted 
sword,  his  books,  and  one  fourth  of  his  apparel.  To  his 
son  James  he  gave  land  lying  on  the  easterly  side  of  the 
way  leading  from  his  house  to  George  Adams  *  Great  Mill, 
one  fourth  of  his  apparel,  and  one  half  of  his  fire  locks, 
ammunition  and  war  like  stock.  Forty  pounds  in  lawful 
money  and  one  fourth  of  his  apparel  and  ammunition  want 
to  his  son  Moses,  His  son  Solomon,  his  sole  executor, 
received  all  his  remaining  real  estate  of  land  and  buildings^ 
his  saw  mill  and  tools,  his  estate  of  cattle,  horses, sheep 
and  swine  (excepting  what  he  has  given  to  others),  his 
negro  man  Harry,  his  best  farming  tools,  one  fourth  of 
his  fire  arms,  ammunition,  etc.,  and  his  cash,  notes, 
bills,  bonds  and  debts.  Daughters  Mary  Man  and  Anne 
Wheaton  each  received  L  13-6-8  and  one  bed  and  furniture. 

His  granddaughter  Mary  Me Intire  was  given  L  13-6-8,  her 
mothers  share.

Aaron  Blake  bought  from  Lemuel  Lyon  five  aores  in 
Walpole  which  included  one  half  a  mill  pond  and  part  of  a 
dwelling,  barn,  corn  mill  and  saw  mill  in  1756#  This, 
known  in  1925  as  the  Blackburn  Privilege,  was  sold  by  his 
widow  in  1800.  In  1772  Mr.  Blake  was  a  Walpole  selectman

Solomon  Blake  built  his  farm  house  in  1761  on  the  old 
Boston  to  Providence  post  road  next  to  Stony  Brook  in 
North  Wrentham.  This  sturdy  two  and  one  half  story 
building  has  a  full  cellar,  five  fireplaces  and  an  oak 
and  hickory  frame.  Solomon  and  Abial  Blake !s  eleven 
children  were  born  in  the  little  bedroom  off  the  kitchen. 
The  house  and  farm  were  willed  to  his  second  wife  and 
soon  passed  out  of  the  family.  In  1925  they  came  into 
the  possession  of  his  great  great  granddaughter  Miss 
Agnes  Sophia  Thompson  (Joseph  Simeon  Thompson,  Elizabeth 
Strong  (Blake)  Thompson,  Enoch  Blake,  Solomon  Blake), 
now  Mrs.  Bennet  Beri  Bristol. 

Mr.  Blake  was  a  very  successful  farmer.  He  sent  his 
eldest  son  to  Harvard  College  and  established  five  other 
sons  on  farms  near  his  own.  During  the  Revolutionary 
War  he  sent  large  flocks  of  sheep  to  Boston  to  help  feed 
the  Continental  Army. 

Solomon  Blake  improved  the  saw  mill  on  Stony  Brook, 
across  the  road  from  his  house,  which  he  inherited  from 
his  father.  This  he  sold  in  1813  to  Cook,  Blake  & 

Company,  a  firm  which  included  his  sons  Daniel  and  Ben¬ 
jamin,  This  firm  sold  the  mill  site  with  all  the  build¬ 
ings  and  machinery  in  1814.  Later  a  textile  mill  was 
added  by  the  Stony  Brook  Manufacturing  Company.  All 
that  now  remains  is  the  dam  and  mill  pond.  Mrs.  Bristol 
deeded  these  and  the  surrounding  land  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  in  1959.  The  Commonwealth  then  estab¬ 
lished  the  Bristol  Blake  State  Reservation  for  passive 
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recreation  (protection  of  the  wet  lands,  flowers,  birds, 
animals  and  forests)  and  opened  it  to  the  Public  in  19  3. 

Abial  Blake  died  in  l8l4  after  a  long,  lingering 
sickness  and  Solomon  remarried  five  years  later.  At  his 
doath  the  town  records  note  that  he  was  a  gentleman  who 
sustained  through  his  long  life  a  Character  star 
Integrity  and  good  repitation.  In  his  will  the  only 
personal  property  he  specified  was  his  clock  and  groat 

Bible,  both  going  to  his  son  Caleb.

The 
first  twenty-five  years  were  successful  ones.  In  addition 
to  his  parish  work  he  helped  found  the  Westford  Academy 
and  the' Social  and  Public  Library  of  Westford.  The 
Hopkinsian  Controversy,  breaking  out  in  the  early  nine¬ 
teenth  century,  eventually  caused  the  end  of  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Blake’s  ministry.  He  sided  with  the  Hopkinsians  in 
their  opposition  to  certain  Calvinist  doctrines.  Since 
his  congregation  did  not  feel  as  he  did  he  resigned  in 
1826.  He  farmed  for  throe  years  in  Westford  and  for  five 
in  Bedford,  Massachusetts.  In  1833  ho  returned  to  Westford 
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and  bought  the  Blxby  farm.  He  served  one  term  in  the
